But one poisible interest — the peipetuation oi a 
porpose of tfadr living. The old soldieis leek to 
keep ftU*e » tnditioQ of heroism tad sacrifice. The 
mother wonld make bet child live on lor hei in the 
pool memorials she cherishes. The flower, obeying 
nature's fiist command, would mature its seed and 
continne its kind. The aitist'i dream is his achieve- 
ment ol the sort of immortalitjr he feels close to his 
touch. All obey the prompting ol a pasrionate czav- 
ing foi conquest over the destmction of perpetnal 
dumge. Each in its way strives to immortaliie the 
best it has — the love, the heanty, the heroism, the 
intellectual power that hints at kinship to the Divine. 

In the last centory, when poets wrotes philosophy, 
the Essayist on Mao dpheted down all buman na- 
tBie to the operation of two forces which he de>

"BelMoiTetoiirte, and teaaoQ to rcMnln." 

It was not long before the casuists of his time saw 
that this would make a supeme virtue of inertia. 
Behind the mask ol " Bickerslaff " Richard Steele 
evolved in Tid Taller a triple order of motive. He 
divided life into periods governed in turn by Love, 
AmUtion and Avarice. The mling passions of 
yoDth, maturity and age were grouped in a new ot- 
det later 1^ Henry Diamntood and reappeared as the 
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Straggle for Life and the Straggle for the life ol 
Others. I am oediblf informed tb«t tome good 
people mctxaHj believe the clever Scotsman has done 
very well by the attraism of the New Testament in 
this dtri^on* 

A gross view of humankind was that of the enay- 
kt who partitioned off its as|drations into periods de- 
fined by the limitations of growth, matored power 
and the fear-bom acqnisiliveneH of senile decay. 
Bat nnderlying his triple gnsge lay one motive which 
in its paradox gives the highest meaning to bnman 
porpoK, ^indly acted out but ever tending to the 
noblest destiny. For the chief eipresoon of in* 
stinct, In this view, is the promise of a permanence 
that measmes all good. 

Oar first parents were tenants at will in the Gar* 
den. Blindly they sought something: — oolthegrati- 
fications of sense, for these they had; not the better- 
ment of any material condition, for to them all the 
wodd was oonnal. The temptation was the promise 
of knowle^ which should be power. They would 
be as gods; and the penalty was the defeat of their 
aipirationa for the inlioitude of life. 

The world was dd, even by the measurement of 
tradition, which always telescopes events, when the 
aspiration for immortality first took definite form in 
David's txy, " Thou (halt not leave my *onl in heU." 
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It WH aDotbei thousand jrean before tbe Iluuiiee* 
tanglit the lestmection of the body, enduiQing in 
the mueilslisin of th»t doctrine the ide« of pemut- 
nenf penooal Itring. But in >U tbe centurie* meo 
liad boiit gteat temples and monuments that wete to 
latf fderel. Thej tiad tieasnred the best that was 
in tbem in plulotopby and song and tradition, in the 
btulding of states and famOiet. Thejr bad reached 
ont toward the drrioitf revealed and gnesied and the 
fofm* oi natnre tliat seemed to ilutre the power to 
defy the wear of their own pettj lives, and sought to 
attach thetatelvM to the infinite. In grosser or 
dearer development every wivsliip had in it the as- 
^ration (or eternal life. The savages in the graves 
would not have fallen down to Baal in oar day, foe 
science has told os thai the generons son is not im- 
mortal. Its benison on all ihat lives is the disdpa- 
tion of lU own vital power. We are the dying sun's 
It^ees.

Do matter bow mncb he goe« to 
school, and a child of a grammatical family will al- 
ways use grammar, even if he never goes to school. 
How little this intricate and abstruse study of gram- 
matical analysis ii worth is evidenced by a story told 
roe by a Troy lawyer concerning his days of school- 
teaching. He had an advanced class of yont^ men 
and yoaog women in parsing, and in Pope's '* Essay 
on Man '"one of the latter took the line, " Die of a 
rose, in aromatic pain," and parsed "die'' as a noun- 
He corrected her, telling her it is a verb, and ex- 
plaining the poets' idea of those affected beings to ex- 
quisite and frail that they might be inufled out by the 
scent of a rose. She said that last winter's teacher 
told them it was a noun, and he was a great gram- 
marian. He insisted on his opinion, and the next 
day he was waited on by the district committee 
of three hayseeds, who look him to task.

But the point to which I call attention is that in 
free America--christianiied America, a condition ex- 
ists that makes this law necessary.

In every im&ll town, 
espedally a Iowd that b Dear a large aif, there ia a 
regalar little conununitp of these dead-beat aiisto- 
ctals— folks who draw forty foot of water bnt neve* 
pay cash. East Aurora has one man who thinks 
he ha* Ddssed sonething if not Uoaght "up oa 
(Dps " at least coice a month. He can pan? the 
hrightest lawyer for two hours on a stretch and for- 
nith more Iud for the natives than a box of monkeys 
as he explains bow he Uves like * duke on his wife's 
money. But there is one thing these dead-beats pay, 
and that Is sodal obl%ati(»u; these they defray iritb 
a punctiliousness that partakes of rel^;ions leal. 
lllua they pay only their kind. The butcher or 
the grocer to them is a foreigner, an aUen, an 
enemy, and they confiscate bis goods without nilh. 

But we should be gentle wiih the dead-beat tn 
does he not take advantage of the alien only that he 
may Kcuie the smiles of his own people? His kind 
does not ask if the dress is pud for, only does it fit 
in the back?

■lity is the tiling npon which they frown. Thus 
morality, as Mr. Qeveland nys of the tuifl, ii largely 
k local inae. 

All men rect^nlie In theti hearts thai they mml 
bave the good will of tome other men. To be sepa- 
rated from yooi kind is death and to have theii good 
will ii life — and this desire for sympathy and this 
•lone shapes conduct. We are goremed by public 
opinion, and until we regard mankind as onr friends 
and all men as biotheis >o long will men combine in
